Didsbury RCMP seized 22 adult 
marijuana plants during a grow 
operation bust at a rural residence near 
Cremona at approximately 8:15 p.m. 
Aug. 8. 

The RCMP received a tip on the grow 
operation from Mountain View County, 
after maintenance workers came across 
the plants by accident. 

Communications officer for the 
county, Jon Koch says a county 
maintenance crew was working on the 
property after the landowner failed 
to comply with a notice requesting 
the cleanup of scentless chamomile, 
considered by the county to be a noxious 
weed. 

“The weed notice had not been taken 
care of," said Koch. “So they sent a crew 
out there to clean up scentless 
chamomile...it was at that point that 
they came across the plants in question.” 

“It was a matter of them literally 
stumbling across this while they were 
out there. They weren’t out there to look 
for any illegal plants or substances. Just 
in the course of them enforcing the weed 
notice and as regular citizens they are 
duty-bound to report it to the 
authorities.” 

The crew reported its findings to the 
county Community Peace Officers, who 
relayed the information to the RCMP. 

“It looks like some bad weeds led us to 
some bad weed," said Cst. Robert 
Newton, of the unusual link to the crew’s 
discovery. 

When the RCMP exercised their search 
warrant the landowner was not home 
and at press time no arrests have been 
made. 

Police say the plants were growing in 
two greenhouse enclosures. 

Eight firearms and other paraphernalia 
were also seized from the property. 

The RCMP are continuing the investi¬ 
gation of production and possession of a 
controlled substance and firearms 
offences.

Jed Oil acquisition offers up opportunities

Didsbury-based Jed Oil officially announced the acqui¬ 
sition of another oil and gas company Aug. 1. 

According to Jed Oil President James Rundell, Caribou 
Resources Corp. has been acquired for approximately 
$56 million Canadian. 

Like JED, Caribou was a Calgary-based operation, but 
following the transaction it is now a wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary of JED and under the name JED Production Inc, 
will be run from the Didsbury office. 

“This building gives us a lot of space to grow,” said 
Rundell of the Didsbury office. 


“Since moving to Didsbury, we have been restructuring 
the company and this acquisition was a big part of that.” 

“We feel this is the perfect spot to continue to grow.” 

JED expects to have combined production of approx¬ 
imately 1,500 barrels of oil equivalent per day, said 
Rundell of the purchase that provides JED an additional 
180,000 acres worth in properties. 

“We are looking forward to the opportunities provided 
by this acquisition.” 

Rundell says the company may be completing similar 
acquisitions in the future. 

“It’s always possible,” he said. “I think all companies 
are forever looking at that possibility and we’re no dif¬ 
ferent." 


The recent growth has also affected JED’s staffing, 
climbing 40 per cent to now 21 people in-office. 

“I don’t think it will grow much more. Depending on 
what position we are in during the Spring and the end of 
the first quarter of (2008) we’ll probably have to address 
it again.” 

Rundell, who now lives five out of seven days in 
Didsbury says 10 members of his staff are now living in 
town.

If a new bylaw soon to tx* 
proposed by a Didsbury 
RCMP Constable Ls passed 
by Town Council, fireworks 
will no longer be allowed in 
town limits. 

Presently lighting fire¬ 
works in town limits Ls 
considered a noise bylaw 
violation. 

But Didsbury RCMP Cst. 
Robert Newton has devel¬ 
oped three bylaw proposals 
including one that would 
outlaw both the possession 
and use of fireworks, fire¬ 
crackers, fire balls, or squibs 
in Didsbury. 

“Unfortunately if people 
don’t use common sense, 
that’s what it may come to,” 
said Newton, who says there 
has been a rise in complaints 
of fireworks this summer. 

Newton says fireworks put 
peoples’ lives in danger, 
especially when residents 
mistake the noise for 
gunshots. 

“The worst is when the 
_neighbours hear the ones

that don't light up - it's just 
the noise, and they’ll swear 
up and down it's shots fired,” 
he said. “So we need to 
respond in an (appropriate) 
fashion and people an* look¬ 
ing at as like we’re strange." 

“We do drive lights and 
sirens ;uid that dot's put a 
certain risk to (the RCMP) 
and the public. 

“We’re at tills heightened 
level with lights, sirens, and 
guns out when we get there 
for people shooting off 
fireworks.” 

According to Newton’s 
bylaw proposal first offence 
penalties would be $60, $100, 
and $250 for possession, use, 
and selling, respectively. 


Another bylaw Newton 
hopes to see passeil would 
he the banned use of devices 
including paintball guns, 
[H'llet guns, air soft gnus, and 
BB guns. 

“We don’t have a huge 
amount of complaints, but 
the problem Ls if 1 take one of 
those plastic airsoft guns 
which arc sold as toys and I 
shoot you with it, that's 
assault with a weapon,” he 
said. 

Under Newton’s proposal 
the first offence fun's would 
he $50 for discharging a 
device, $100 for discharging 
the device at a property, and 
$4(X) for discharging the 
device at a [icrson or animal. 


Also, Newton is eyeing a 
bylaw prohibiting the injuri¬ 
ous occupation of property. 

According to the proposal, 
this means “any activity 
which in the opinion of a 
Peace (Jfficer, having regard 
for idl circumstances includ¬ 
ing the time of day and 
nature of the activity, is 
likely to unreasonably cause 
disturbance, injury or annoy¬ 
ance to persons or property." 

Newton ho[>es to have the 
bylaw proposals on the 
agenda of the next Didsbury 
Town Council meeting Aug. 
21 . 

The Town of Carstairs has 
implemented all three 
bylaws.

At the kitchen table 



I don't have 
much patience 
with people 
who can't iden¬ 
tify our most 
common birds, 
don't know 

clover from dandelions and think 
vegetables and milk are manufac¬ 
tured in back rooms at Safeway. I 
have had several seemingly normal 
adults look out our window, see a 
Chickadee on the feeder and ask 
“what kind of bird is that?” I once 
had a city friend refuse a bag of 
leaf lettuce because she didn't 
know whal to do with it and the 
world is full of people who don't 
know that you have to “dig” pota¬ 
toes and “shell” peas. 

We now have three little grandchil¬ 
dren, - Jonas 5, Maxwell 3, and 
Anna 3 - and part of the fun in hav¬ 
ing them visit the farm is in encour¬ 
aging them to appreciate all the 
things that make up the world out¬ 
side. 

Because their parents read to them 
and take them to zoos and muse¬ 
ums they can already identify every 
living animal and most of the 
dinosaurs 

so Grandpa and I concentrate on 
the things that we find on the farm. 
This has been a lot of fun for us 
and we hope the kids are eryoying 
it as well. The education is not one¬ 
sided either. “A dolphin is actually 
a whale, Grandma,” Jonas told me. 

“ Its tail goes this way. A shark’s 


tail goes this way.” When we were 
reading a book about baby animals 
I told hint that baby hyenas have 
long hairs on their back as a form 
of 

camouflage. “Camouflage” he said, 
“grandma where did you learn that 
word?” 

The kids lie on Grandma and 
Grandpa's bed and watch leaves 
flutter on the trees outside the win¬ 
dow and we tell them that the tree 
is a 

Trembling Aspen, we crush a leaf 
of wild mint so that they can smell 
and taste old-fashioned chewing 
gum. They sleep in the little cabin 
so that they can see stars, hear coy¬ 
otes and owls and cows calling 
their babies to breakfast. From 
babyhood they have picked peas, 
pulled carrots, lifted potatoes from 
the earth. They can identify daddy- 
long-legs, dragonflies, ladybugs, 
bumblebees and slugs. We avoid 
spiders. In the last couple of weeks 
Jonas has learned to suck the 
honey from Nasturtium blossoms 
and then he thoughtfully drops the 
spent blossom into the bottom of 
the plant to act as “fertilizer.” This 
year he has his own celery plants 
and he keeps them weed free. All 
three kids pick saskatoons and 
raspberries and eat them from the 
tree. They know that the pickings 
are pretty sparse because the birds, 
mostly young robins, have been 
there first. They recognize the 
young robins because they are the 
ones whose tummies are not yet 
red. 

Things do not always go as 


Grandma expects. Playing in water 
is always a favourite and Max espe¬ 
cially loves to water things. He is 
great with a watering can but has 
to be restrained when using the 
hose or he and the dog (who also 
loves playing in water) will get car¬ 
ried away and rip small plants from 
their roots. They don't believe 
everything they are told either. 
“Look Max, a hummingbird." 

“That's not a humming bird.” 

“Yes, sweetheart it's a hummingbird 
see it's...” “No it's not a humming¬ 
bird, that's just a little baby bird.” 
Anna picked up a piece of barley 
stem from the driveway. “What's 
this Grandma?” “It's a straw.” 

“No it's not, it's from Grandpa's 
field." 

I was thinning carrots a couple of 
weeks ago and Anna was helping 
me. I pulled quite a nice one, 
cleaned it on my pant leg and 
offered it to Anna. She was a bit 
apprehensive about the dirt but I 
persuaded her to try it and she 
liked it well enough that she ate 
several more. When her 
Mom came home I was pleased to 
be able to tell her that Anna and I 
had shared the age-old experience 
of eating tiny carrots fresh from the 
earth. A lovely little heritage 
moment between the generations, a 
link to my Grandma and to 
Grandmas as far back as carrots 
and gardens and Grandmas have 
existed. 

“Tell Mommy what you ate in the 
garden sweetheart,” I said, “Tell 
mommy what Grandma gave you to 
eat.” “Mud” said Anna sweetly.
